The Programme for To-day 


The second day of the fair opened out 


wilh'clear skies and balmy atmosphere, 
and tbe early hours of the forenoon gave 
assurance of a successful opening for the 
great exhibition. Long before the middle 
of the day our streets began to show signs 
of some unusual event being on the tapis, 
and the crowds' of country people who 
wisely chose tocometothefairthusearly so 
as to avoid the rush likely to be experien- 
ced during the middle of the week, helped 
to give a pastoral setting to the picture. 
The promise of a clear day, doubtless, ad- 
ded to the size of the crowd, aud all day 
Jong tbe streets were thronged witLnvagous, 
carriages, omnibuses, and pedestrians-. On 
the fair grounds the scene was no less ani- 
mated. There were not so many idlers 
aud curiosity seekers as may be seen at 
fairs on the "big days," bnt quiet, plodding 
farmers were scattered a'.l over the grounds, 
each aud all intent upon seeing as much as 
possible ot the lair before tUe mighty in- 
flux of to-day begins to inter/ere «ilh the 
calm satisfaction of looking at what you 
want to see withont being crowded. To a, 
practical faimer, too, there is a great deal 
of satisfaction in seeing the pieces of a ma- 
chine before it is put together, aud the 
best time to examine a Sue horse is cer- 
tainly before 
he is "fixed up" for exhibi- 


tion in the ring. These are some of (he 
reasons which induced so many of our 
country friends to come to the fair yester- 
day, instead of waiting until the crowd gets 
to be greater than the show. Certain it is, 
that more of them visited the fair yester- 
day, than can usually to seenf on the 
grounds before the third day. The facili- 
ties for seeing the different articles on ex- 
hibition were ample, the only drawback 
being the clouds of dust which obscured 
tbe suu whenever the earth was agitated 
by a passiug vehicle. The officers of the 
Society owe it to the public to abate this 
nuisance. 
Tbe grounds afford an abun- 


dance of water, aud the expense of sprink- 
ling tbe thoroughfares inside the inclosure 
would bo so trilling, when compared with 
tbe comfort it would bring, that we trust 
the necessary steps will be taken to quiet 
the complaints which were beard on every 
band yesterday. 
The prospect for to-day 


and to-morrow, if rain does not fall and 
the sprinklers .are not set to work, is that 
the dust will obscure everything, and de- 
;ract a greatly from the attendance. The 
streets between the city and tbe grounds 
are kept ia good condition—thanks to tbe 
perfect arrangements of the Street Com 
missionor Martin, wbo has four sprinklers 
running the whole night.

All farmers can readily appreciate the 


advantage to be gained by having their 
corn planted so that it can be plowed both 
ways, and every one knows how difficult 
it is to gaia this end by the use of any of 
the ordinary hand-dropping planters. 
No 


matter how perfectly the ground may be 
"laid off," nor how carefully the corn is 
dropped, it is almost impossible to get the 
rows exactly straight both ways. The 
great desideratum is to get a machine which 
will do this work better than it can be done 
by hand, aud at less expense. This end 
has beeo reached by the inventor of HA- 
WOKTII'S CHECK ROWEI;, au implement 
which has been before the public but a. 
short time, but which has so far succeeded 
iu doing everything claimed for it, aod 
which promises to work au entire revolu- 
tion in the manner or planting corn. 


The device is very simple and can be at- 


tached to any and all of the horse corn 
planters now in use. 
It consists of a bar 


that reaches from feed box lo feed box, 
which has two short upright levers, with a 
claw at their extremities. Through this 
claw iu the levers is made to pass a line or 
rope with knots at regular intervals, said 
rope or lice having sufficient length to 
reach across lh« field to be planted. One 
end of the rope passes out at one side ofthe 
planter and is fastened in the ground with 
a pin, and the other end passes out at the 
oilier side, and is fastened in the same way 
to the ground.
